Legislation against wine tonics 
is today before the city council 
in the form of a proposed ordin- 
ance. 

Frank C. Buffington submitted 
what he described as the “Long 
Beach ordinance,” at the council 
meeting last night.

The suggested law rests in the 
files of Ernest C. Mehl, city clerk, 
and various aspects to the situa- 
tion will be studied before it is 
presented for first reading. Ralph 
E. Swing, city attorney, said that 
he would make a few changes to 
localize the measure, if the coun- 
cil wanted to seriously consider 
the proposal. 

“The purpose of it is to try to 
stop the use of wine tonics and 
beverages,” Mr. Buffington ex- 
plained. ‘The supervisors have 
adopted an ordinance for the coun- 
ty restricting the sale of 
tonics to the drug stores,

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More Comment on Chaffey Bond Defeat 

Judging by editorial comment in various newspapers of the 
surrounding territory the defeat of the proposed Chaffey bond 
issue was about as big a surprise as Southern California has 
had in some time. (©. C. Johns, who writes the ‘‘News and 
Comment’? column in the Corona Daily Independent, expresses 
his ideas about that and other matters as follows: 


“Evidently the inclination on the part of the taxpayers of 
today is to turn down each and every bond issue that is sub- 
mitted to them. One of the best examples is the manner in 
which the voters failed to approve the $450,000 high and jun- 
bor college for the wealthy Chaffey school district last Friday. 
This was the first time in history that the voters said ‘‘no” 
very emphatically toward the improvement of their school 
facilities. Over in the Cucamonga portion of the district the 
fruit growers showed a decided opposition to anything that 
looks like bonds, and it was their vote that largely defeated 
the bonds, although in Ontario a taxpayers’ organization 
worked against them, and publicly announce that a legal fight 
will be made if a direct-tax building program is attempted by 
the Chaffey officials. From this distance, it appears that the 
splendid work that is being done in the Chaffey schools will 
be handicapped. Inasmuch as it ranks as one of the outstand 
ing educational units in the United States and is a source of 
valuable attractiveness for its community, it would seem that 
the community which it serves is not taking advantage of 
its great opportunity in furthering the work of the schools. 

“In many cases, in fact in most cases, the school author- 
ities are to blame for the defeat of their program. They pre- 
fer to keep the people whom they serve almost in ignorance 
of what is going on in their schools, for only occasionally, 
in most cases is the public advised, through the source of in- 
formation, which are the newspapers that serve the commun- 
ity. 

“In school affairs as in municipal affairs, there is a ten- 
dency on the part of the serving officials to keep from the 
public much information which is rightfully theirs to know. 
It is not a matter of ‘covering up” so far as the school author- 
ities are concerned, although in some instances it is, but 





largely through the ego and ignorance of those in charge. In 
but very few communities in California do the school chiefs 
work with the newspapers as they should. Many editors will 
tell you that school news is the most difficult to secure, and 
the same is true in regard to municipalities. The result of 
this is a decided lack of confidence on the part of the taxpay- 
ers.

Authority Tells of 
Problems of Florida 
in Citrus Marketing 





brought to light in Florida by Dr. 
Theo. Macklin, nation-wide author- 
ity on agricultural economics. He 
believes that the missing link in 
Forida citrus marketing is the 
failure of the growers and busi- 
ness interests also to see and think 
alike on their problems. 

Dr. Macklin’s research in Flor- 
ida. disclosed that last year there 
were 146 citrus marketing agen- 
cies operating 326 packing houses 
in Florida. ‘Unnecessary invest- 
ment in plants and operating ex-

pense and needless competition 
mean economic waste,’’ said he. 
Later figures published on Dr. 


Macklin’s reports in Florida mar- 
keting journals show the number 
of marketing agencies reduced to 
114 and packing houses to 291, 
which indicates progress, but still 
leaves that state’s citrus growers 
in far from an enviable position in 
their citrus marketing. 


record Florida orange crop in 40 
days and the record grapefruit crop 
in 17 days. In other words, they 
have packing facilities to pack the 
whole state crop in 57 days, where- 
as there are 200 working days in 
their marketing season. 

Dr. Macklin, who has studied 
problems of this kind in many sec- 
tions of the world, presents these 
figures and reminds Florida grow- 
ers that pay for all these packing 
‘houses and for operation of them 
imust come from the fruit, which 
means from the growers’ pockets. 

“Growers must pay needlessly 
high operating costs because the 
unnecessary plants take volume 
from the other plants and lower 
volume makes higher operating 
jand packing costs,” he states. 
“Unification automatically reduces 
the number of plants and lowers 
cost by increasing volume per plant 
operated; at the same time 
creasing returns in the markets 
because of better distribution and 
sale.”
